There is a bitter war brewing among the young 
ladies who are attending the St. Louis Normal 
School the special subject of the general wrath be- 
ing Professor Soldan, the principal. 

A Post-Dtspatca reporter was this morning in- 
troduced to a bevy of young ladies, who are stu- 
dents at the Normal, at Seventeenth street and 
Christy avenue, each of whom is-entirely certain 
that Mr. Soldan is a mean old thing, and that the 
St. Louis Public School system is going to the 
demnition bow-wows. Upon being assured 
that their identity would be concealed’ the 
girls very willingly accepted the reporter's offer to 
make their grievances public through the medium 
of the Post-Dispatcs. 

“In the first place.“ said a young lady who could 
not have seen more than eighteeu years in this 
vale of tears. we want you to say for the Normal 
School girls that Mr. Soldan is—is— 


“A brute,” suggested a fair one with golden 
locks, standing beside the interlocutrix. 

No, he is not a brute,” continued the judicious 
vouig personage who had begun the conversation, 
“I would not call him that, exactly—but 
he is not my ideal of a generous, impulsive, whéle- 
souled man exactly, either.

“None that I know of. It is not a question 
of what the girls want, but what 
is best for the schools. I believe 
that the present quailfications necassary for admis- 
sien into the Normal School are not too high, nor is 
the term too long. If we could supply the demand 
for teachers by the present method. I wouid be ut- 
terly opposed to changing it.

with the detail work. 

The public cannot afford to have a man in this po- 
sition with axes to grind other than that of revenue. 
The assessor's office is the foundation of the city’ 
financia! structure and contributes nearly one-hal 
of the State's revenue; it is the office having charge 
of the realty and personality for State. school and 
city taxation, it is the office in which much or little 
can be done to the interest of the tax payers. It 
can by a prostitution of position be madea hatch- 
ery for evil. neglect and all the woes that attend the 
liquidation of taxes. It might, very 
appropriately, be termed the parent 
office, for _ the reason that it 
directly or indirectly exercises an influence upon 
nearly. every city department; its influence is wide- 
spread and can work gcod or evil through special 
or general taxes. The equal assessment of 12

wide, is an undertaking by bo means small and one 
which to properly rform requires an immense 
amount of work, the tax-payer wishes justice, 
and an equitable assessment, he must see to it that 
the delegate ho.ding the power to nominate and 
elect a man possessing the requisite experience, 
ability and energy.

Mr. Farrelly Said to Have Laid Him- 
self Open to Removal. 


His Connection With the Patent Book- 
Case the Cause of the Trouble—How the 
Improvement of the Office is Said to Have 
Come About. 


It is alleged. and with considerable show of 
probability. that Recorder of Deeds Farrelly has 
laid himself open to removal from office under 
section 10 of article [V of the City Charter, which 
provides that elected and appointed officers of the 
city “shall not be Interested either directly or indi- 
rectly in any contract with the city, either for work 
to be performed, or supplies to be furnished, etc.”
